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INTRODUCTION. 

(iiist:iviis Vasa Fox was born in Sau<;ns, Essex Countv, Massa- 
cliuselts, on June 13, 1S21. In 183S he entered tlie United States 
Xavv as a inidslii])iuan and served for eigliteen years, taking ])art in 
tlie war witli Mexieo. Having attained the rank of lieutenant, he 
resigned in 1856 to engage in a inanufacturing business in JjavTenee, 
M assachusetts. In 1861 he was appointed by President Lincoln as 
A.ssistant Secretary of the Xavy, and held that ofhce until the close 
of tlie civil war. In 1866 he was sent by the United States on a 
special mission to Alexander 11, Emperor of Russia, and took an 
active part in the negotiations which resulted in the acquisition of 
Alaska by the United States. On his return he resumed his active 
connection with business in Lowell, ^lassachusetts. He died in 
X"ew Vork City on October 29, 1883. 

SPECIAL MISSION TO RUSSIA. 

On April 16, 1866, an unsuccessful attempt was made by an 
assassin on the life of the Emperor of Russia. President dohnsoii 
promptly sent a message of congratulation to the Emperor through 
General Clav, who at that time was the minister to Russia from the 
United States. In addition to this action. Congress, on motion of 
'J'haddeus Stevens, a Representative from Pennsylvania, adopted 
on. May 10, 1866, the following resolution ‘G*elative to the attempted 
assassination of the Emperor of Russia; ’ 

lie it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled^ That the (\)ngress of the United Slates of AmeritRihas h'arncd 
with deep regret of the attempt made upon the life of tlie Emperor by an enemy of 
emancijiation. The Congress sends gretMings to his Imperial Majesty, and to the 
Russian nation, and congratulates tlie twenty million of serfs uj)on the providential 
escajie from danger of the sovereign to whose head and heart they owe the blessings 
of their freedom. 

Sec. 2. And be it further resolved^ That the President of the United States be re- 
(juested to forward a copy of this ri^sohitioii to the Jhinperor of Russia. 
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Tlio resolution Wiis ii|)j)rovo(l by Prosicleiit Johnson on ^lay 1(5, 18(5(5. 
It was also decided to send a special envoy on a national vessel to 
carry the resolution to the Pjinj)cror. For this task the Hon. Gus- 
tavus Vasa Fox, Assistant Secretary of the Navy, was selected, 
ddie mission set out in the two-turret monitor Miantonomoh, escorted 
by the side-wheel steamship Augusta, on June 5, ISOG, and reached 
Kronstadt, the port of St. Petersl)urg and chief naval station of 
Russia, on August (5. It was the first ocean voyage made by a mon- 
itor. On August 8, ^Ir. Fox was received l)y Alexander 11, to whom 
he then presented the i-esolution of Congress, ddie American mis- 
sion afterwards visited, by invitation, the cities of Moscow, Xizhni- 
Novgorod, Kostroma, and Tver, being everywhere received by the 
authorities, as well as by the j)opulace, with great enthusiasm, 
several citi(‘s conferring on ^Ir. Fox honorary citizenship.® 

A number of valuable books, atlases, albums, maj)s, and city j)Ians 
which weie presented to Mr. Fox while he was in Russia wei-e given 
by him soon after his return, through the Dej)artment of State, to 
the library of the Smithsonian Institution.^ That portion of the 
gifts received by him in Russia which recently came to the Lunted 
States National Museum by l)e(piest of Mrs. Vii'ginia L. W. Fox, 
through her executois. Miss Fllen C. de Q. AVoodbury and NIr. Gist 
Blair, are briefly described in the following notes:
